Section  C 


WATER 

On  the  whole  the  supplies  have  been  fairly  well 
maintained  during  the  year,  in  spite  of  the  lew  rainfall. 

It  was  necessary,  for  a  short  period,  to  curtail  the  supply 
from  the  Northern  Source.  It  was  also  necessary  to  bring 
into  supply  the  old  Works  at  Hanslope,  and  this  is  still 
being  used. 

The  Council  have  received  many  requests  for  water 
particularly  for  Agricultural  purposes.  This  will  naturally 
increase  the  demand  for  water,  and  how  great  the  demand  may 
ultimately  be  it  is  difficult  to  foresee,  but  with  increased 
Agriculture  in  the  post-War  years  the  demand  is  likely  to  be 
much  greater  than  at  present.  Steps  have  already  been  taken 
with  this  in  view.  In  the  Southern  Area  steps  have  been 
already  taken  to  Increase  the  supply  from  Birchmoor. 

In  the  Northern  Area  the  Council  have  called  in  a  Consulting 
Engineer  to  report*  on  the  means  of  obtaining  a  further  supply 
,  from s the  Works  at  Weston  Underwood.

Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  quarterly 
of  the  water  from  the  Olney  source.  All  these  Reports  have 
been  most  satisfactory. 

106  new  connections  were  made  during  the  year.

It  will  be  seen  that  in  18  Parishes  the  system  of  drainage  is 
by  piped  sewer  to  sewer  ditches  and  no  treatment  of  the  sewage. 

In  a  good  number  of  these  parishes  the  sewers  leading  to  ditches  consist 
of  land  tiles,  open  Joints  and  brick  culverts.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
relay  most  of  these  when  a  proper  Disposal  System  is  installed. 

In  10  Parishes  the  drainage  is  by  cesspools. 


SCAVENGING. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  system  of  scavenging  during  the 
year.  On  the  whole  the  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily, 
although  there  has  been  some  difficulty  owing  to  shortage  of  labour.

HOUSING 


No  new  houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year,  but  4 
are  in  course  of  erection.  These  are  4  Agricultural  Cottages  to  be 
erected  under  the  Ministry* s  Scheme.  These  houses  are  being  built 
according  to  the  Ministry  of  Works  plan,  on  the  Council's  Housing 
Site  at  Chicheley.  They  will  consist  of  large  living  room,  kitchen 
with  range  and  hot  &  cold  water,  bathroom,  3  bedrooms.  They  have  been 
carefully  planned  and  well  built.  The  amenities  they  will  provide 
are  an  improvement  on  former  houses  and  should  prove  good,  comfortable 
homes.  The  domestic  work  will  be  reduced,  compared  with  what  is 
required  in  many  houses  of  similar  size.  There  will  be  electric  light 
which  is  clean  and  healthy.  A  good  supply  of  hot  &  cold  water  and  a 
bathroom  add  much  to  the  convenience  and  well-being  of  the  tenants. 

I  think  the  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  achievement.

Thus  there  are  3  methods  of  attaching  the  problem. 

The  Schools  will  continue  to  be  visited  periodically.  This  will 
necessarily  deal  with  the  children  over  5?  but  in  arranging  the 
Sessions  the  Head  Teachers  are  ashed  to  let  parents  hnow  that  all 
children,  whether  over  5  or  under,  can  avail  themselves  of  these 
opportunities.  I  must  here  pay  a  tribute  to  the  Head  Teachers 
for  their  heenness  and  assistance.  The  figures  given  above  show 
that  more  children  under  5  were  immunised  than  those  over  5. 

This  is  very  satisfactory,  and  I  hope  will  continue.

The  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Council,  and  deal  with  children  under  I  think  they 
have  done  a  good  piece  of  work  and  I  am  sure  the  Council  is 
grateful  to  them  for^what  they  have  done.  Looking  at  the  numbers, 

I  think  one  is  justified  in  assuming  that  parents  are  gradually 
realising  the  importance  of  immunisation  and  are  becoming  accustomed 
bo  taking  their  children  to  the  Centres  for  that  purpose.  I  am 
hoping  that  this  work  will  steadily  grow  and  be  maintained. 


To  meet  the  case  of  those  children  who  are  not  near  a 
Centre  I  asked  you  to  sanction  a  scheme  whereby  children  could  be 
immunised  by  their  own  Doctors  free  of  cost  to  the  parents. 

This  you  did4 .  so  far  there  has  not  been  much  response,  but  I  am 
hoping. this  will  grow.  It  takes  time  for  parents  to  realise-  that 
they  can  do  this,  and  time  to  make  the  Scheme  known.
